How Gas-Light Eflects the Eye.

In a reportirecently before the German
minister for education by the scientific
committee for medical affairs, the con-
clusions arrived at are that gas-light hea
no prejudical effect upon the eyes provid-
ed they are proteoted from its direct act-
tion, For this purpose the commitiee rec-
ommend shades and bell-glanses of transl~
ucent glass porcelain, They diaspprove of
opaque metallio shades, since when these
are used the eyes, thongh themselvea in
shade, gaze upon n atrongly illuminated
surface and become dazmled and over-
stimulated. On account of the quantity
of heat evolvel by gas, the burper
should ot be too near the head of the
person ; the heat is liable to cause head-
ache and even congestion of the brain.
Cure should alao be taken to prevent the
lame from flickering. The use of & dark-
blue glass ia also euggested in cases of
irritation,  With these precautions the
commiltee believe that gas-light may be
used without mischiel,
